part of Hungary, drafting of reservists has been ordered for the end of 
March 1952. The drafting is done by letter, and the official reason for it 
is given as "rescliooling". The oldest age class affected is that of 1920. 
The order ineludes all age classes between 1920 and 192k.

2. Similar drafts, applicable to all branches of service, were made.in 1951, 
and the duration was 3 to 5 months. ‘The new drafts of this year seem to 
indteate that in case of war the government intends to use the older reservists 
who took part in the last war, after a careful political sereening.
